Strange Comnmnfty of Hlnkleyltes 
' Living In FenttBylinanla. 


One of tho strangest sects | In tho United 


States aro -tho Hipkleyiias, who occupy a 
small settlement among Pennsylvania's' 
hills, a few miles from tho New York stato, 
line, not far from tho city 01* Binghamton. 
There, strange as it may see.tn, money is a 
drug on the market, and yotnhe inhabit- 
ants are contented and happy. But it is 
doubtful, though, if nil the iwoney in tho 
entire community were scrapixl together 
that it would foot up more than $10 at any 
one time. 


This peculiar settlement is known as 


Hinkley's Corners. It consists of a half 
dozen houses, a like number of barns and 
other outbuildings and a frame structure 
used as a place of worship In cold weather. 
As long ns the weather will permit, the re- 
ligious rites of this strange sect are held in 
the open air, usually in a cavo near tho 
woods. 


Tho history of this peculiar community 


is a strange one.' About 35 years ago a 
man named Hinkley began preaching a 
crusade in the city of Pittsburg. 
Ho 


claimed that Christianity, by disregarding 
tho Mosaic laws, had \ lolated one of the 
principles upon which it was founded. 


Hinkley's crusade was so much of a 


success, many xJrominont persons follow- 
ing his standard, that tho police suddenly 
put a stop to the sacriflcos. 
Tho result of 


this throat was to cause Hinkley and a 
few followers to emigrate to tho moun- 
tains, there to start tho peculiar settle- 
ment that exists today. 
While working 


about the fivnns the men wear ragged 
clothes that in the summer season scarcely 
cover their bodies, but on Saturday, the 
day set apart for public worship, they don 
their best apparel. Tho services open with 
tin invocation, tho sacrifice lowing been 
previously prepared and laid on the altar. 
Tho fire is then lighted, and if the smoko 
arises in a straight column both men and 
women burst into songs of thanksgiving, 
but should tho smoke hang in a cloud 
above tho altar a weird, wailing song fills 
tho air until the priest 1ms replenished th 
flre, prepared n new offering, and the stuoko 
ascends directly heavenward. 


A strange, weird and solemn sight is a 


funeral among these strange people. Tho 
body is carried to its lost resting place on 
a bior, the grave having been previously 
lined w ith struw, and into this tho un 
coffined remains arc lowered. Each person 
in attendance then sprinkles u handful of 
earth on tho corpse, all tho while chanting 
the funeral hymn and finally passing out 
of the graveyard until -only tho sexton 
left to complete tho work of burying the 
dead.

No other animals I have met in the coun- 
try exist in tho memory with quite the 
fascination.of certain horses I have seen 
in Kentucky. There was, for instance, a, 
few miles from Lexington, a roan gelding 
that had this fascination to a high degree. 
He had tho graceful Kentucky character- 
istics and yet with a difference. His 
beauty appeared particularly in the shape 
of thex-ump and in the'carriago of the tail.

J havo brought one down from, a tree 
Vith a bullet;, and on striking the ground, 
nstead of showing fight, the creature tried 
o crnwf away to escape. Owing to the 
cntencss of its seuscs the mountain lion 
s usually forewarned of the approach of 
nan in timo to Jake itself out of the way 
unseen,' and whcn» confronted with hu- 
manity in the wilds it often displays a sin- 
:ular confidence and gentleness. But thero 
are two conditions, which ccompletcly 
:hange tho mountain lion's ordinary dis- 
position toward man and render this ani- 
nal his Inveterate and dangerious foe. 
Che one is tho approach of man toward a 
female lion with cubs; tho other is when 
ho lion is hull famished and fierce with 
hunger. At.such times the lion'sfear and 
tol'c'rance of mankind alike vanish, and it 
does not hesitate to attack him, even when 
;he odds seem greatly iigainst its success. 
Then "its innate ferocity, strength and 
agility, backed by its terrible equipment 
of teeth and claws, make it a truly formi- 
dable enemy. 


"In 20 years'hunting and prospecting 


along tho Sierra Nevada and Cascade 
ranges I havo personally known of in- 
stances in which the mountain lion at- 
tacked man without provocation, nnd in 
each of these instances it appeared to havo 
done so because of hunger. The first was 
many years ago in Oregon. 
TVvo men 


were driving a herd of hogs from tho in- 
terior toward the coast when, while pass- 
ing through a, wild canyon, a huge moun- 
tain lion sprang from a tree tipon tbo 
shoulders of the foremost man and tried 
to tear his throat. It being cold weather 
tho man had an overcoat ot California 
overalls stuff, as strong almost as canvas, 
with tho wide collar turned up about bis 
ears, and this saved his neck from tho 
lion's teeth. 
The other man had no lire- 


arms, but he ran to his companion's aid 
with tho long black snako whip used in 
herding. A blow Iroin tho long lash of 
such a whip in thu hands of » man who 
can uso it cuts through hair and s>kin like 
a knife, and with his black snake ho whip- 
ped tho lion till it dropped from the man's 
t-houldors and retreated. Tho drovers took 
their herd along to tbo next town, whcro 
they told thuir story, and n party of hunt- 
ers went out next day and found and 
killed the lion, which measured 10 foot 
from IIOKO to tail. This is a foot longer 
than any mountain lion I have evor seen, 
bnt tho statement as to its length was 
mndc to mo on excellent authority, ;md I 
do not doubt its truth. 


"Tho worst installcc I knew of a moun- 


tain lion's attacking n man resulted in a 
tragedy. A party of five of us were in tho 
Sierra Nevadas in November hunting. 
Tho peaks wore already whito with snow, 
and every snowlall drove tho deer farther 
down into the valleys which were our 
hunting grounds. 
Doer woro scarce thut 


your, and for that reason all tho carnivo- 
rous animals thut prey on them were un- 
usually bold and hungry, and the ranch- 
men already wero complaining of losses of 
stock through bears and wolves. There 
cumo a morning with a light snow, fallen 
the night before, just deop enough to track 
a deer in well, and three of us set out 
among tho foothills in tho morning. Ono 
of our three was a yotiug fellow named 
Tillman, not long out of college. 


"In the course of tho day wo got sepa- 


rated. About tho middle* of tho afternoon 
my partner, Ferguson, and I came togeth- 
er, but Tillman did not turn up. Fearing 
ho might ha\o got lost, wo went in search 
of him. We caino at last upon his tracks, 
and following them up, \\e came, just at 
dusk, upon Tillman lying lifeless in the 
snow, his throat torn and his clothes palfc-^ 
ly stripped from his body. We at rfirst 
thought it was the work of a bear, t$utrthe 
tracks in the snow showed it to^ave boeu 
a mountain lion, which hail .leaped upon 
him from a thicket of mountain cedar; 
The fact that Tillmnn's rifle hud not been 
discharged showed that the lion, had been 
the aggressor. After killing fhis young 
man und lapping his blood tho lion had 
dragged some brushwood over him and 
gono away. It was a startling sight to 
como suddenly on, and after wo bad laid 
poor Tillman's body out in decent shape 
Ferguson and I stood looking at each oth- 
er \indecidcd what we'd Jiotter do next.

For the other recipe use rod apples if 


you can. Cut up a couplo of quarts of 
apples, or have u couplo of quarts when 
they ure cut. 
Do not pare them. Put 


them into u small stone jar.

them t^o big cups of sugar and cover 
closely. Place in tho oven and let them 
roiuain four hours at least.

should not bo very hot.

THE SAND BLAST. 


Something About th« Working of This 


Wonderful Process. 


General Benjamin C. Tilghmanof Phil- 


adelphia invented the eaiid blast process. 
It is used for cutting, boring, pulveri/ing 
and engraving stone, glass, wood and oth- 
er hard or solid substances. 


Tho well known abrading power of 


snnd when driven by air or water against 
Jitirel substances suggested tho sanel blast to 
•lenorul Tilghmun unel leel him to muko 
]iis first experiment. Ho fitted up a \ory 
fimplc uir blast, producing but u 
fe>w 


ounces of i ressure, and by means of a con- 
ountrie jet of glass this air was made to 
elrivo tbo w nrl against the object to be cut. 
Ho found that holes could bei bored through 
common window glass in u fow seconds. 
Further experimenting, he discovered that 
Iw hail only to improve tho apparatus to 
gut increased efficiency. 


Tho sand blast performs both heavy and 


light work. For heavy work a high pres- 
fuiro and great velocity are ncocssnry. Tho 
heavy sand blast is useel chiefly for orna- 
menting and dressing stone after it has 
been quarried. For light work the pres- 
sure is light and tho velocity low. 


Letters may be cut in marble by means 


of the sanel blast in tbo following manner: 
The stone or nmrblo is fii'ht covered with 
a thin sheet of wax, and the letters arc cut 
in tho wax, leiuing tho marblei exposed. 
Next thq marble is passed under the blast, 
and the sand cut? tho le-ttcrs dcop into tlui 
t tone without injuring tho wax in the 
least. In like juunner tiny ornamental ele- 
fejgn may bo cut into the stone. 


Glass, too, may bo ornamented by mean; 


of the sand blast. 
If n pieco of glass be 


covureel with line laeo and placed under 
the blast, not u thread of the; lace will bo 
injuKed, but the pattern will bo beautiful- 
ly cut into the glass. 


The, sand docs not affect soft, 


Substances, but quickly cuts away" ip 
Steel, stone, glass or any other rcS 
tuibstanee. The workmen ran hold their 
iunels under the; blast nnd receive no In- 
jury by simply wrapping their finge'r nnfli 
in littlo ibexes of soft, cloth,—Philadelphia

fortunute jack rabbit or quail, whose mis- 
placed confidence in mankind brought 
them too early to' the pot of tho hardy 
miner, neither was it entirely devoid of 
luxuries in living for those whose appetites 
were on a par with their financial ability 
to gratify them. 


In San Francisco tho luxuriously in- 


clined were wont to seek 
habitation, 


•whether for legitimate or illegitimate rea- 
sons wo need not now stop to inquire. 
Opportunity for "self indulgence of appe; 
tite was not wanting from tho very begin- 
ning of things, provided, as already hinted 
at, that good digestion, while waiting on 
appetite, was supplemented by a sufficient 
supply of "shekels" to give practical rein 
to its Indulgence. 
Whuro tho gambler 


flourished in all his glory and the glint 
and glitter of gold, passing from hand to 
hand on all sides, was too common to excite 
observation or comment, it need not be 
wondejred at that no limit of prloo put 
upon tho "good things of life" would pre- 
vent men enjoying them. 


Even among tbo adventurous and hardy 


"gold hunters" tho yearning for the llesh 
pots which they had left behind them did 
not pass unassuaged when opportunity of- 
fered, no matter though the rato to bo paid 
therefor was ono far beyond tho bounds of 
what they had been rcareel to believe was 
more than tho "height of extravagance." 


Recalling a scene in illustration of this

Perhaps 
in no other aspect nor from any other point 
of view was tho composite and cosmopoli- 
tan character of tho population in Sun 
Francisco ut thut time more ntrikinply ex- 
emplified than

national 


nomencluturoof Iho restaurants of tho day, 
us well as tho national personality of tlit'lr 
enterprising proprietors. 


If there was tills wide \uriety of nation- 


ality of hotels nnd restaxirunts, with their 
concomitant of varied notional character- 
istics in cookery, there wus a singular 
sameness in prices, no mutter whence he 
camo or what tho nationality of tho host. 
Theirs was a tariff for revenue only, 
"which homo industries hud t» pay forunei 
against which them was no protection." 


Notwithstanding tho fact that thoro were 


cuttle in countless herds upon "a thousand 
hills" in thoso eluys, though game was in 
abundance and the waters teemed with 
fish, yet all,thoso common needs wero not 
,yot brought, to market in sufficient quan- 
tity to make them more than luxuries. 
Of vegetables; thero was practically none. 
To put it as a writer in the "Annals of 
fan Francisco" sentontiously st'iteel it,

$ln^4» 1850, In the second great conflagra- 
tion", that'being the very day'upon which 
it was completed.

While tho namo was literally lORion of 


tbo Italian osterlcs, German wirthsi-hafts, 
French carburets, Spanish flrfelas, Chinoso 
chowphows, Am,oricuri, English and oth- 
er restaurants, nt every one of which prices 
wero charged that would stagger tho rich 
and well kept habitues of the Palnuo of to- 
day, the so called first stop hoteils woro 
neither conspicuous in dimensions nor 
numerous. 
"Top high water" mark was 


supposed to havo beem reached when tho 
Ward Housowus built and opened in the 
autumn of 1840. It was sltuutud on Clay 
street, opposite the middle of tho old plaza, 
nnd, although then regarded as an inspir- 
ing and luxurious affair, would today 
hardly pass muster for a third rate bwr 
saloon. It was tho favorite place of reiort 
hnd indulgence for the elite of that day, 
however.—San Francisco Chronicle.

The Circulation of Water. 


Scientists uro speculating on tho causes 


of flomu water currents that havo boon for 
centuries uninterruptedly (lowing into 
s.nno unknown receptacles far beneath tho 
surface of tho earth. 
Those, currents uro 


continuous and could not, of course, bo 
merely tilling an unoccupied space. That 
there must bi> an outlet as well as on inlet 
isi-vident, from the enormous quantity of 
Viitcr which is perpetually pouring through 
those openings in tho limestone ledges. 
After exhausting all other theories it is 
argued that tho inrush of water may bo 
c:\usccl by tho tremendous volcuuic heat in 
some subterranean cavern, tho heated wa- 
ter Qowiup out at somo point more or loss 
distant. This volcanic and subterranean 
heating was spoken of somo years ago as 
furnishing a plausible theory as to tho 
causes of tho high temperature of tho "gulf 
stioam. If, as is generally supposed, tho 
interior of the earth is in a condition of 
intonse boat, tho water that flows into fis- 
sures and crcviees in tho surface of tho 
earth must como out somewhere either in 
fitenui or hot water. Hot springs and tho 
Hiilf stream are perfectly reasonable phe- 
nomena when viowod from this standpoint.

llfli'.l bveull in the Atlas mountains all 
i yes are Instinctively tunjed' in tho Direc- 
tion of tbo (Jcsert. 1'he poetry of travel is 
now presumably to be turned into prose, 
th'c soft and smiling^picture of nature into 
that hard ruggednass which speaks of a 
landscape noli yot finished. 
And yet tho 


first \ iew of, the desert is that of one of 
itsioas.es, and of one which ia very nearly 
the faires'tTof them all, for it receives tho 
coplncss of the north as well as tho heat 
from fibc south', andthostream that carries' 
the luxury of growth into its deeper rc- 
cessos has ndt'yot boon sapped of its vital- 
ity by a continuous summer heat. 
' Long before v?o reach tho fine gardens of 
El Kantara wo are in the tdesert. Giant 
rocks, burned "brown and red under the 
glo\V,of the southern sun, stand out -in wild 
pinnacles from the gently undulating 
surface, their ragged sides buric.d deep in 
tho Kind "Which they themselves hnvo 
mode. This is not the desert thai is or- 
dinarily pictured In the mjnd—that flat, 
endless expanse which fades- off unmoved 
and unbroken to the limits pf'visipu—but 
it is tho desert nevertheless just as much 
us tho mountain snows of tho far north 
are a part of the great arctjc "pea of ice." 
Bojond, however, is the great plain itsvlf, 
its swelling undulations hardly relieving 
to the cy.e the appearance of absolute Hat- 
ness which the picture presents. 


The truth is that the Sahara has a dou-
